Tropical Storm Rafael 
churns toward Bermuda 


Top ranking Florida business director 
to speak in Aruba 



Officials in Bermuda yesterday 
warned residents to prepare as 
Tropical Storm Rafael neared 
hurricane strength in the cen¬ 
tral Atlantic. 

The island's top emergency 
official said residents and 
tourists should see strong 
winds and rough seas as the 
storm approaches today. Still, 
he expressed confidence that 
the impact would be minimal. 

"We are expecting the worst 
of the storm to pass to our east, 
and it will therefore be busi¬ 
ness as usual tomorrow," 
Wayne Perinchief, chairman of 
Bermuda's Emergency Meas¬ 
ures Organization, said yester¬ 


day. 

Forecasters said the island 
might see 2 to 4 inches of rain 
from the storm. 

Also newly formed Tropical 
Storm Paul has begun to 
strengthen in the eastern Pa¬ 
cific, well southwest of Mex¬ 
ico’s Baja California peninsula. 

The storm has top sustained 
winds of 50 mph (85 kph), up 
from 40 mph (64 kph) only 
hours earlier. Forecasters say 
the tropical storm is moving 
westward at 13 mph (20 kph) 
and is expected to become a 
hurricane by late Sunday. 

No coastal watches or 
warnings are in effect.

Cousteau joins campaign to have Morgan 
the orca freed 
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First trees 
planted for 
Down Town 
Decorations 

ORANJESTAD - Early 
Friday morning, the process 
for planting trees in the 
Down Town area was begun 
by Fantastic Gardens. This 
is the beginning of the beau¬ 
tification of the area. After a 
long process, the Fantastic 
Gardens won the bid for this 
project. 

The government is push¬ 
ing hard and relentlessly to 
complete the entire project 
by the 15th of December 
this year.

Laid-off US, French workers protest against Bain Capital 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US and 
French workers blaming Bain 
Capital, the company founded 
by Mitt Romney, for stripping 
them of their jobs and out¬ 
sourcing to China protested 
yesterday outside Bain's offices 
in New York. 

About 60 people, led by a 
man in a monster suit depicting 
Bain Capital, accused the Re¬ 
publican presidential candi¬ 
date's former company of 
costing them their livelihoods. 

"Romney wants to see your 
jobs shipped overseas," read 
one of the placards held up at 


the protest. 

Some of the demonstrators 
were from Sensata Technolo¬ 
gies, a Freeport, Illinois plant 
owned by Bain that makes 
electronics for cars and which 
is losing all its 170 jobs to 
China. Others used to work for 
US luggage giant Samsonite at 
a factory in northern France, 
which Bain briefly owned. 

Mary-Jo Kerr, 29, said she'd 
been working at Sensata for six 
years and would be unem¬ 
ployed from November — as 
soon as she and other col¬ 
leagues have finished training 


the mostly Chinese workers 
who will take their place. 

She and other American 
Sensata employees, including 
people who worked at the plant 
for decades, are being given 26 
weeks severance pay, she said. 

A lawyer representing the 
ex-Samsonite workers said 
they were suing Bain Capital in 
a Boston court over its actions 
in France, where the invest¬ 
ment firm allegedly deli¬ 
berately ran the business into 
the ground so that the plant 
could be shut down. 

"They understand in fact 


that the group taking the deci¬ 
sions was not the people on the 
board of Samsonite but the 
people at Bain Capital here in 
the United States," Fiodor 
Rilov said. "In the lawsuit they 
want to show that Bain Capital 
was involved in an illegal 
process in France." 

Romney, a former Massa¬ 
chusetts governor, retired from 
Bain in 1999 and his invest¬ 
ments there are controlled by a 
blind trust, effectively nullify¬ 
ing his links to the firm. Rom¬ 
ney has defended himself 
against accusations that he was 



a corporate raider, saying that 
Bain has created large numbers 
of jobs.

Cambodia's revered ex-king 
Sihanouk dies in Beijing 


PHNOM PENH (AFP) - Cam¬ 
bodia's revered ex-king 
Norodom Sihanouk, whose life 
encompassed turbulent years of 
rule, exile and war including 
the Khmer Rouge reign of ter¬ 
ror, died yesterday in China, 
sparking nationwide mourning. 

Sihanouk, who had been a 
frequent visitor to Beijing 
where he received most of his 
medical treatment, died of a 


heart attack aged 89, according 
to his longtime personal assis¬ 
tant Prince Sisowath Thomico. 

Condolence messages 
poured in from around the 
world including from China, 
Japan, former colonial power 
France and North Korea, 
whose leader Kim Jong-Un 
praised Sihanouk's "unprece¬ 
dented" friendship with his 
country. 


Talks to end South Africa gold 
strike hit deadlock 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Efforts to end a rash of gold 
mine strikes that have stran¬ 
gled South African production 
ran into deadlock yesterday 
with no further talks planned, 
leaving tens of thousands of 
workers facing the threat of 
dismissal. 

Mine owners and union of¬ 
ficials reported that last-gasp 
talks to end weeks of rolling 
wildcat strikes had failed, after 


rank-and-file workers rejected 
a wage deal reached by nego¬ 
tiators and no further proposal 
was forthcoming. 

After the talks broke down, 
employer group the Chamber 
of Mines declared that "it is not 
in a position to make any fur¬ 
ther proposals," leaving it up to 
individual companies to find 
their own way out of a crisis 
that has seen tens of thousands 
of workers illegally down tools.

Colombia rebels warn of unexpected 
delays to talks 


BOGOTA (AFP) - The leader 
of Colombia's FARC rebels 
warned yesterday that "unex¬ 
pected delays" are threatening 
the planned start of landmark 
peace talks with the govern¬ 
ment in Oslo this week. 

News of the possible hold¬ 
up came shortly after a bomb 
attack Sunday on a bridge in 
northwest Colombia that killed 
a farmer and his three-year-old 
son, which the army blamed on 
the rebels — underlining the ur¬ 
gency of the talks. 

In a television interview, 
FARC leader Timoleon 
Jimenez blamed the delay on 
problems in getting arrest war¬ 
rants for rebels suspended and 
with travel arrangements for 
chief negotiator Ivan Marquez, 
the rebels' number two. 

Asked if Marquez had been 
able to get to Cuba, from 
which the rebel side was sup¬ 
posed to leave as a group for 
Norway, Jimenez said logisti¬ 
cal and weather problems had 
delayed him, without saying if 
he was now in Cuba. 

Regardless, Jimenez 
stressed, "we are going to get 
to Oslo, or to wherever the dia¬ 
logue launch may take place, 
knowing that we are taking a 
step forward and a bigger 
stride toward dialogue. 

"The dialogue, aimed at 
reconciliation among Colom¬ 
bians, is already a reality," 
Jimenez, also known as Timo¬ 
chenko, said in a video re¬ 
sponse to questions from 
reporters. 

"Rather than speculate, we

prefer to believe the paperwork 
for the suspension of arrest 
warrants has run into unex¬ 
pected delays," Jimenez added. 

The Colombian govern¬ 
ment negotiating delegation 
had not set off for Oslo either, 
although a member of the 
party told AFP that their depar¬ 
ture had been put off because 
of fierce storms over Bogota 
airport. 

Former vice president 
Humberto de la Calle is to lead 
the government party. 

Norwegian officials did not 
comment on fears of a delay, 
adding that a planned news 
conference in Oslo for mem¬ 
bers of both delegations was 
still expected to go ahead. 

Jimenez said the rebels had 
accepted a start date of Octo¬ 
ber 17 for the Oslo round of 
the negotiations, presuming 
that logistical concerns would 
have been addressed by then.

Syria denies 


bombs 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - The 
Syrian army yesterday denied 
using cluster munitions and 
said it did not possess the 
weapon in its arsenal, in a 
statement published by state 
news agency SANA. 

"Some news outlets that are 
complicit in the bloodletting in 
Syria have been publishing 
false reports that the Syrian 
army has been using cluster 
bombs against armed terror¬ 
ists," it said, adding the mili¬ 
tary "does not have this kind of 
weapon." 

Human Rights Watch on 
Sunday accused the Syrian air 
force of using cluster bombs 
against rebels and in populated 
areas across the strife-torn 
country. 

"The Syrian army does not 
possess this kind of bomb," the 


freed Franco-Colombian 
politician Ingrid Betancourt. 

According to Spanish lan¬ 
guage media and quoted by the 
Dutch press, Tanja Nijmeijer 
was added to the negotiating 
team at the last minute because 
of her language skills, a deci¬ 
sion which has delayed the 
start of the talks. 

In 2010 the US issued arrest 
warrants for Nijmeijer and 17 
other FARC members in con¬ 
nection with the deaths and 
kidnapping of Americans and 
a Colombian.

Founded in 1964, the Rev¬ 
olutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia is Latin America's 
largest rebel group with an es¬ 
timated 9,200 armed fighters 
operating across a wide area of 
Colombia's mountainous and 
forested terrain. 

Both the rebels and some of 
the right-wing paramilitaries 
that opposed them have been 
accused of drawing funding 
from the drugs trade, and 
FARC is among the Colom¬ 
bian groups that have resorted 
to hostage-taking.

French minister says 100 
min euros drug money 
laundered 


SAINT-CYR-AU-MONT- 
D'OR (AFP) - A Franco-Swiss 
drugs and money laundering 
racket smashed last week had 
legitimised at least 100 million 
euros, French Interior Minister 
Manuel Vails said yesterday. 

"Several tons of cannabis 
have been recovered and they 
account for about 40 million 
euros," Vails told reporters, re¬ 
ferring to busts last week that 
saw 17 parallel arrests with a 
deputy mayor of a Paris dis¬ 
trict, Florence Lamblin of the 
Green Party, among those 
charged in the case. 

Vails said the laundering 
scheme was "linked to the drug 
smuggling racket and was eas¬ 
ily estimated at 100 million 
euros ($129 million)." 

The main Swiss suspect in 
the case, has been arrested and 
his brother, a wealth manager 
with the HSBC Geneva bank, 
has also been detained. 

A raid on the Geneva home 
of one of the brothers led to the 


discovery of 800,000 euros in 
cash, and 160 watches and 
jewels worth an estimated two 
million euros in a hidden safe, 
Swiss newspaper Le Temps 
had reported. 

The main suspect’s lawyer 
Stickel-Circurel told Le Temps 
Monday that her client had 
knowingly helped tax evaders, 
"but he had no idea where the 
money came from." 

A third person, a woman 
working for the main suspect, 
was also arrested along with 
the two brothers last Wednes¬ 
day. She has been set free but 
must remain available for 
questioning. 

Those arrested and released 
were freed on bail of between 
80,000 and one million euros, 
a judiciary source said. 

A source close to the case 
said police had found several 
million euros in cash and 
goods during the searches of 
suspects homes and safe de¬ 
posit in both countries. 


EDINBURGH (AFP) 
Britain’s prime minister and 
Scotland’s first minister signed 
an agreement yesterday to hold 
a referendum in 2014 on Scot¬ 
tish independence that could 
lead to the United Kingdom 
breaking up after 300 years. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron and pro-indepen¬ 
dence First Minister Alex 
Salmond inked the agreement 
and shook hands in cold au¬ 
tumn sunlight after a meeting 
at the Scottish government 
building, St Andrews House, 
in Edinburgh. 

Cameron strongly opposes 
a Scottish breakaway, and the 
signing of the terms for the 
vote fires the starting gun on 
two years of campaigning 
which puts the leaders on op¬ 
posing sides. 

After months of negotia¬ 
tions, the deal clears the way 
for Scotland's administration to 
hold the vote in the last quarter 
of 2014, offering Scots a 
straight yes-no question on 
leaving the United Kingdom. 

Securing the vote was a vic¬ 
tory for veteran politician 


Salmond, who has spent his 
political career backing the 
idea of an independent Scot¬ 
land, but he faces an uphill bat¬ 
tle to bring a majority of Scots 
around to his view. 

He told reporters after the 
signing: "I'm delighted to say 
that the Edinburgh agree¬ 
ment... paves the way for the 
most important decision Scot¬ 
land has made in several hun¬ 
dred years. 

"I believe that indepen¬ 
dence will win this campaign. 
I believe we'll win it by setting 
out a better future for our 
country," he said. 

His Scottish National Party 
(SNP), the majority party in 
Edinburgh's devolved parlia¬ 
ment, must fight against a "no" 
campaign from all three big 
parties in the British parlia¬ 
ment: Cameron's Conserva¬ 
tives, the Liberal Democrats 
and Labour. 

Cameron said: "This is an 
important day for our United 


Kingdom, but you can't hold a 
country in the United Kingdom 
against the will of its people. 

"Scotland voted for a party 
that wanted to hold a referen¬ 
dum. I believe in showing re¬ 
spect. This is the right outcome 
for Scotland and for the United 
Kingdom to give the people 
the choice. 

"But I passionately hope 
and believe that they will vote 
to keep the United Kingdom 
together. We are better off to¬ 
gether, we are stronger to¬ 
gether, we are safer together." 

A survey by pollsters TNS- 
BMRB released last week 
showed 28 percent of Scots in 
favour and 53 percent op¬ 
posed, while other polls have 
shown similar results. 

But Salmond urged pundits 
not to write him off too soon, 
citing his party's surprise elec¬ 
tion victory in May 2011, 
which gave it a parliamentary 
majority and opened the door 
for the referendum. 


E U bans import of I ranian gas to 
European countries 

LUXEMBOURG - German 
Foreign Minister Guido West- 
erwelle said the EU is banning 
the import of Iranian natural 
gas into union nations. The an¬ 
nouncement came as EU gov¬ 
ernments agreed to one of the 
toughest sets of sanctions yet 
on Iran's nuclear program. 

The sanctions also include 
a ban on financial transactions 
between European and Iranian 
banks, with some exceptions 
for those involving humanitar¬ 
ian aid, food, and medicine 
purchases.

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Maltese Catholic 
Church offers 
therapy for abuse 
victims 

VALLETTA (AFP) - Malta's 
Catholic Church on Monday 
offered therapy to child vic¬ 
tims of predator priests in the 
European Union's smallest 
member state. 

The Maltese Curia said it 
would provide the services of 
a psychologist, a psychiatrist 
and a social worker to child 
victims following rulings by 
lay courts or Church investi¬ 
gations in Malta, where 
abuse allegations surfaced in 
2003. 

"The (Church) board will 
evaluate and determine the 
necessary therapeutic help 
that victims may require and 
refer them for this help, with 
all costs borne by the ecclesi¬ 
astical authorities," the Curia 
said in a statement. 

In a related development, 
Pope Benedict XVI ap¬ 
pointed Charles Scicluna, a 
top Vatican prosecutor who 
has led investigations over 
the past decade into thou¬ 
sands of abuse scandals that 
have rocked the Catholic 
Church, as auxiliary bishop 
in Malta this month. 

"I said I obey and that I 
would do it gladly," Scicluna, 
a Maltese native, said in an 
interview with the Times of 
Malta published Sunday. 

Asked about reports that 
he was transferred because 
he was too "aggressive", he 
said: "I wouldn't call what I 
did in the past 10 years ag¬ 
gressive. 

"I was very clear on what 
my job meant, and I was also 
clear on what Church policy 
was. I did not make this pol¬ 
icy; this policy is in Church 
law," he said. 


Sugary Beverages Banned By New York 
City’s Board of Health - KO, PEP, MCD 



A ban on sugary beverages 
up to a certain limit is being 
announced by New York 
City’s Board of Health, but 
the American Beverage As¬ 
sociation filed a suit against 
New York City’s Board of 
Health under the terms that it 


did not have the authority to 
approve a ban on certain 
sales of sugar-sweetened 
beverages larger than 16 
ounces, according to a law¬ 
suit filed Friday. 

A group of business own¬ 
ers and workers that are di¬ 
rectly associated with the 
business of beverages, other 
business and trade associa¬ 
tions, stated in their filed suit 
on Friday that the city’s un¬ 
elected Board of Health vio¬ 
lated its power when it voted 
for the ban to be imple¬ 
mented. 

The Board of Health of 
New York was not immedi¬ 
ately available for comment 
Friday but the reasons behind 
the ban on sales of beverages 
was their effects on health 


and it was approved last 
month. It would outlaw 
drinks larger than 16 ounces 
at restaurants and food carts 
but it would not apply to gro¬ 
cery stores. It is scheduled to 
go into effect in March. 

Critics from PepsiCo, Inc. 
(NYSE:PEP), Coca-Cola 
Company (NYSE:KO) and 
McDonald’s Corporation 
(NYSE:MCD) have also at¬ 
tacked this ban as a widely 
misguided step, but Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg has 
billed it as both a health and 
fiscal initiative to avoid many 
health problems. New York 
City spends almost $4 billion 
on medical care for over¬ 
weight people each year and 
this cost can be cut by these 
measures.

HPV vaccine won’t make 
girls promiscuous: study 



Shots that protect against cer¬ 
vical cancer do not make 
girls promiscuous, according 
to the first study to compare 
medical records for vacci¬ 
nated and unvaccinated girls. 

The researchers didn't ask 
girls about having sex, but in¬ 
stead looked at "markers" of 
sexual activity after vaccina¬ 
tion against the sexually 
transmitted human papillo¬ 
mavirus, or HPV. Specifi¬ 
cally, they examined up to 
three years of records on 
whether girls had sought 
birth control advice; tests for 
sexually transmitted diseases 
or pregnancy; or had become 
pregnant. 

Very few of the girls who 
got the shots at age 11 or 12 
had done any of those over 
the next three years, or by the 
time they were 14 or 15. 
Moreover, the study found no 
difference in rates of those 
markers compared with un¬ 
vaccinated girls. 

The study involved nearly 
1,400 girls enrolled in a 


Kaiser Permanente health 
plan in Atlanta. Results were 
published online Monday in 
Pediatrics. 

Whether vaccination has 
any influence on similar 
markers of sexual activity in 
older teens wasn't examined 
in this study, but other re¬ 
search has suggested it does¬ 
n't. 

The study is the first to use 
medical outcomes data to ex¬ 
amine consequences of HPV 
vaccination and the results 
are "comforting and reassur¬ 
ing," said lead author Robert 
Bednarczyk, a researcher at 
Kaiser and Emory Univer¬ 
sity. Both institutions paid for 
the study. 

HPV is the leading cause 
of cervical cancer and also 
has been linked with anal and 
oral cancers in women and 
men. 

The federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion and the American Acad¬ 
emy of Pediatrics 
recommend HPV shots for 
girls and boys at age 11 or 12, 
before they have ever had 
sex. Three doses are gener¬ 
ally recommended over six 
months. 

Some parents have raised 
concerns that the shots "are a 
license to have sex," but the 
study bolsters evidence 
against that concern, said Dr. 
Elizabeth Alderman, an ado¬ 
lescent medicine specialist at 
The Children's Hospital at 
Montefiore in New York 
City. She was not involved in 
the study.

Space shuttle finally reaches LA 
retirement home 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
US space shuttle Endeavour 
finally reached its California 
retirement home Sunday, 
after taking three days in¬ 
stead of two for its last-ever 
journey — 12 miles (19 kilo¬ 
meters) across Los Angeles. 

Mayor Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa hailed the ’’mother 
of all parades” which saw 
more than a million Ange¬ 
lenos cheer the vast white 
spacecraft through LA’s 
streets, at the slower than jet- 
propelled speed of less than 1 
mile per hour. 

The Endeavour had been 
due to arrive at the California 
Science Center early Satur¬ 
day evening, but was repeat¬ 


edly delayed as organizers 
had to squeeze it past build¬ 
ings, power lines and trees, 
sometimes with only inches 
to spare. 

It eventually arrived 
lunchtime Sunday. 

The orbiter — which 
zoomed at 17,500 miles per 
hour when in Earth’s orbit — 
arrived in Los Angeles last 
month, piggybacking on top 
of a 747. It was stored in a 
hangar at LA international 
(LAX) airport until early Fri¬ 
day. 

The first 24 hours of its 
trip went off relatively 
smoothly, in a party-like at¬ 
mosphere, and organizers at 
one point even forecast that it 


would reach its destination 
ahead of time. 

But things started going 
wrong Saturday afternoon as 
the enormous 78-ton vehicle, 
mounted on a huge, comput¬ 
erized, multi-part transporter, 
began negotiating some of 
the narrowest stretches of its 
route during the day. 

Some 400 trees had to be 
cut down — initially provok¬ 
ing protests from locals, pla¬ 
cated by officials’ vows to 
plant several new saplings for 
every tree felled — and sev¬ 
eral more were trimmed at 
the last minute. 

On the final straight it was 
brought to a halt several 
times, as the spacecraft’s 
wing-tips brushed inches 
away from apartment build¬ 
ings, electricity poles and 
other obstructions. 

Former shuttle com¬ 
mander Mark Kelly, who 
captained Endeavour’s final 
flight, said he hoped the craft 
— which flew more than 115 
million miles in its two- 
decade career — would in¬ 
spire future generations of 
astronauts. 


More than three million 
Austrians tuned in live to 
Austrian space jumper 

VIENNA (AFP) - More than 
three million television and inter¬ 
net viewers in Austria tuned in 
live to watch Austrian Felix 
Baumgartner jump from the 
edge of space on Sunday and be¬ 
come the first man to break the 
sound barrier unaided by a vehi¬ 
cle. 

National broadcaster ORF 
recorded some 2.3 million tele¬ 
vision viewers during the nine 
minutes that 43-year-old Baum¬ 
gartner plummeted to the earth 
from 39 kilometres (24 miles) 
above New Mexico, the highest 
freefall jump ever made. 
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Madagascar lemurs top 
endangered primates list 



HYDERABAD, India (AFP) 
- In the hit cartoon film 
’’Madagascar”, the island’s 
lemurs are a lovable bunch of 
extroverts, but they are also 
among the world’s most 
threatened primates, conser¬ 
vationists warned on Mon¬ 
day. 

A report released at the 
UN’s Convention on Biolog¬ 
ical Diversity meeting in the 
Indian city of Hyderabad said 
lemurs in Madagascar, off the 
east coast of Africa, are se¬ 
verely endangered due to 
habitat destruction and illegal 
hunting. 

’’Primates in Peril” named 
the world’s 25 most threat¬ 
ened primates, saying six of 
them were from Madagascar, 
five from Vietnam, three 
from Indonesia and two from 
Brazil. 

’’This report shows that 
the world’s primates are 
under increasing threat from 
human activities,” said 
Christoph Schwitzer, head of 
research at the Bristol Con¬ 
servation and Science Foun¬ 
dation (BCSF). 


’’Whilst we haven’t lost 
any primate species yet dur¬ 
ing this century, some of 
them are in very dire straits. 

’’The lemurs are now one 
of the world’s most endan¬ 
gered groups of mammals, 
after more than three years of 
political crisis and a lack of 
effective enforcement in their 
home country, Madagascar.” 

The report, drawn up by 
the BCSF, the International 
Union for Conservation of 
Nature (IUCN) and other ex¬ 
perts, said primates were 
under pressure from destruc¬ 
tion of forests, illegal wildlife 
trade and bushmeat hunting. 

Madagascar's rarest lemur, 
the northern sportive lemur 
(Lepilemur septentrionalis), 
is now down to just 19 ani¬ 
mals in the wild. 

The country's government 
was overthrown in a coup in 
2009, and the United States 
has denounced its failure to 
protect the furry lemurs, 
which gained fans worldwide 
through DreamWorks Ani¬ 
mation's "Madagascar” 
movie series.

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Debt crisis dominates Asia-Europe 


finance talks 


BANGKOK (AFP) - Finance 
officials from Asia and Eu¬ 
rope expressed fears yester¬ 
day of further turmoil in 
world markets but said the 
eurozone was set for a grad¬ 
ual recovery from its debt cri¬ 
sis. 

The talks in Bangkok fol¬ 
low signs that Asia — for 
years seen as a bright spot in 
a gloomy world economy — 
is increasingly feeling the 
strain from Europe's financial 
turbulence. 

"Acknowledging the mu¬ 
tual interdependence of their 
economies, ministers ex¬ 
pressed their concerns over 
the risks created by volatile 
financial and commodity 
markets that would poten¬ 
tially impact both Asia and 
Europe," according to a state¬ 
ment issued by host Thailand 
after the talks. 

"Global growth has 
decelerated with substantial 
remaining uncertainties and 
downside risks," it said. 

But officials also "expect 
that the European economy 
will gradually recover from 
the current crisis and wel¬ 
comed the actions taken to 
address this crisis that will 


also mitigate its impact on the 
rest of the world," it added. 

With Europe gearing up 
for a crunch summit on 
Thursday, many countries 
sent vice finance ministers to 
attend the two-yearly meet¬ 
ing in Bangkok, which sets 
the scene for an Asia-Europe 
(ASEM) summit in Laos next 
month. 

EU economics chief Olli 
Rehn struck an optimistic 
tone, saying Europe had de¬ 
veloped an "effective and 
flexible toolbox" to tackle the 
debt crisis. 

"Concerning the European 
economic situation, I am 
today less pessimistic than, 
say, during the spring," he 
told reporters. 

"We are working on sev¬ 
eral fronts to advance deci¬ 
sive policy action," he said, 
crediting a "wave of reforms" 
in EU member states to shore 
up their public finances and 
promote economic growth. 

"We have an effective and 
flexible toolbox for short¬ 
term stabilisation at our dis¬ 
posal," he added. 

Rehn cited the entry into 
force of the European Stabil¬ 
ity Mechanism, a 500-billion- 


euro ($630 billion) war chest, 
as well as the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank's pledge to buy eu¬ 
rozone government bonds as 
reasons for optimism. 

He said Spain was making 
progress in tackling its debt 
problems, as Madrid keeps 
world markets guessing 
about whether it will request 
a full bailout in an attempt to 
resolve its financial crisis. 

The ECB has outlined a 
plan to buy Spanish bonds on 
the open market to curb inter¬ 
est rates, but only if Madrid 
applies for a financial lifeline 
and submits to strict condi¬ 
tions from European bailout 
funds. 

"Spain is — in terms of the 
efforts of a return to recovery 
and reforming its economic 
structures — on the right 
track, even though I know 
that the current situation is 
very difficult for many Span¬ 
ish citizens," Rehn said. 

Hopes that Asia's econo¬ 
mies would largely shrug off 
the West's economic troubles 
have been doused by a slew 
of weaker-than-economic 
data in recent weeks. 

As powerhouses China 
and India slow more than 
many had expected, the Asian 
Development Bank and Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund both 
recently lowered their growth 
estimates for the region's 
emerging economies. 

The IMF said last week 
that growth for developing 
Asia would come in at 6.7 
percent this year and 7.2 per¬ 
cent in 2013, compared with 
July's estimate of 7.1 percent 
and 7.5 percent. 

"With the ongoing eco¬ 
nomic difficulties of some 
countries in the eurozone, I 
believe that our cooperation 
is even more crucial than 
ever," Thai Finance Minister 
Kittiratt Na-Ranong said. 

"Because Asia and Europe 
are closely knitted in terms of 
international trade and invest¬ 
ment, one spark of crisis 
could cause turmoil in the 
other side of the world," he 
added. 
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NEW YORK - Brazil may not be growing the way it once 
was, but there are still opportunities to be had in Latin 
America's largest economy. After a commodities-driven 
boom during the past decade, Brazil's economy slowed 
substantially last year as global demand for raw materi¬ 
als waned. The Brazilian economy is expected to grow 
just 1.5% this year, according to a recent forecast by the 
International Monetary Fund. That's down from a blister¬ 
ing 7.5% in 2010. (AFP)

US duo Roth, Shapley win 
Nobel Economics Prize for 


match-making theory 



Alvin E. Roth Lloyd S. Shipley 
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STOCKHOLM (AFP) - US 
scholars Alvin Roth and Lloyd 
Shapley won the Nobel Eco¬ 
nomics Prize yesterday for 
their work on how to best 
match supply and demand that 
has potential applications in 
organ donation, education and 
on the Internet. 

The two were honoured for 
"the theory of stable alloca¬ 
tions and the practice of mar¬ 
ket design," the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Sciences said. 

The work can be used to 
help match donors of human 
organs with patients in need of 
a transplant, or students with 
universities, or Internet search 
engines that auction space for 
advertisers. 

Roth, 60, is a professor at 
Harvard Business School in 
Boston, Massachussets, while 
Shapley, 89, is a professor 
emeritus at the University of 
California. 

Roth told public broad¬ 
caster Swedish Television he 
was surprised to win the 
award. 

"No it wasn't expected. But 
it is certainly expected that 
Lloyd Shapley won the prize ... 
I'm glad to share it with him," 
he said. 

Roth said he was happy that 


the prize would "shine a very 
bright spotlight on the work" 
he and Shapley had done in 
market design, which Roth de¬ 
scribed as "a newish area of 
economics." 

The professor then quipped: 
"When I go to class this mor¬ 
ning my students will pay 
more attention." 

Shapley's age was men¬ 
tioned in economic circles yes¬ 
terday as a factor that may 
have been in his favour this 
year, even though his field of 
research isn't one that hits the 
headlines very often. 

In choosing market design 
theory for this year's prize, the 
Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences avoided wading into 
a heated macroeconomic de¬ 
bate over fiscal policy, auster¬ 
ity measures and stimulus 
packages. 

"We neither try to pick to¬ 
pics that are the subject of 
much debate, nor do we try to 
avoid them," Per Krusell, 
chairman of this year's Eco¬ 
nomic Sciences Prize Commit¬ 
tee, told AFP. 

"This year's prize just hap¬ 
pens to ... not have any con¬ 
nection whatsoever, that I can 
see, to the financial crisis."

The pictures reportedly 
showed Spencer and White- 
wood with their arms 
wrapped around each other 
in Sydney. 

According to the Herald, 
Crowe is in the United 
States filming the biblical 
epic ’’Noah”, while Spencer 
remains in Sydney with 
their two sons. 

Other reports said the de¬

LONDON (AFP) - The 
Rolling Stones will rock the 
stage once again with four 
gigs in Britain and the United 
States to mark their 50th an¬ 
niversary, the legendary 
British band confirmed Mon¬ 
day. 

In a video released on the 
Stones’ website and their 
Facebook page, frontman 
Mick Jagger, 69, and his 
three bandmates announced 
four dates in London and 
New Jersey, confirming 
widespread rumours of fresh 
live concerts. 

Jagger, who had dropped 
hints in recent months that 
the band would tour again, 
told BBC radio that the four 
dates would be followed by a 
longer string of concerts, yet 
to be announced. 

’’You must have guessed 
this was coming. Surely you 
didn’t think we weren’t going 
to do this,” the ageing rockers 
said in a two-minute video 
filled with clips from old 
shows, which received more 
than 10,000 ’’likes” on Face- 
book. 

’’Soon we’ll be back on 
stage playing for you in two 
cities that know how to rock 
and roll.” 

The band play their home¬ 
town London at the 02 Arena 
on November 25 and 29, fol¬ 
lowed by two nights at the 
Newark Prudential Center in 


New Jersey, just outside New 
York, on December 13 and 
15. 

The shows will be the first 
live performances by Jagger, 
Keith Richards, Charlie 
Watts and Ronnie Wood for 
five years. 

”I’ve always said the best 
place for rock and roll is on 
the stage and the same is true 
for the Stones,” said 
Richards. 

Tickets for the upcoming 
shows go on pre-sale for the 
London gigs on Monday and 
Saturday for the US shows. 

But fans will have to dig 
deep for the coveted tickets, 
with standard seats for the 
London shows costing £375 
($603, 465 euros), although 
some will be priced at £90. 

The four band members 
have a combined age of 273 
years and many fans will see 
the tour as a possible last 
chance to see them play live. 

The Stones are also set to 
release a repackaged greatest 
hits collection called 
”GRRR!” on November 12, 
featuring two new songs — 
’’Doom And Gloom” and 
’’One More Shot”. 

’’Crossfire Hurricane”, a 
documentary tracing the 
band's half-century of sex, 
drugs and rock ’n’ roll, pre¬ 
mieres at the London Film 
Festival on Thursday.

Falcons stay unbeaten while 
Seahawks beat Patriots 



KANSAS CITY, Kansas 
(AFP) - A struggling United 
States team is among eight 
sides scrambling to avoid 
elimnination in today’s last 
North American semi-final 
round of 2014 World Cup 
qualifying matches. 

Unbeaten Mexico has al¬ 
ready secured one of six avail¬ 
able berths for the 2013 
Confederation of North, Cen¬ 
tral American and Caribbean 
Association Football (CON- 
CACAF) finals. Winless Cuba, 
Guyana and Antigua and Bar¬ 
buda cannot advance. 

A tension-packed last 
matchday will see the US host 
Guatemala, Canada visit Hon¬ 
duras, Jamaica host Antigua 
and Barbuda, Mexico entertain 
El Salvador, Guyana visit 
Costa Rica and Panama travel 
to Cuba. 

Ten years after reaching the 
World Cup quarter-finals, and 
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15 months after German star 
Jurgen Klinsmann took over as 
US coach, the Americans must 
at least draw 81 st-ranked 
Guatemala at Kansas City or 
risk being ousted. 

Guatemala and the US are 
deadlocked atop qualifying 
Group A at 3-1-1 for 10 points 
with eight goals for each and 
five goals against each with Ja¬ 
maica third on seven points 
with five goals scored and as 
many against. 

A US-Guatemala draw ad¬ 
vances both teams no matter 
how the "Reggae Boyz" fare 
against winless Antigua. A US- 
Guatemala loser would be vul¬ 
nerable to being overtaken by 
Jamaica on goal difference. 

In Group B, Costa Rica can 
join Mexico in advancing with 
a home victory over already- 
eliminated Guyana while El 
Salvador must upset the host 
Mexicans to have any chance 
to advance. 

Group C has Panama atop 
Canada on goal difference, 
both at 3-1-1 for 10 points with 
Honduras third on eight points 
after two wins and two draws 
from five matches. 

Honduras must defeat the 
visiting Canadians to have any 
chance of advancing while a 
draw would send Canada 
through. Panama, all-but as¬ 
sured of a spot, need only draw 
at goal-less Cuba to secure ad¬ 
vancement. 


MADRID (AFP) - France 
will not sit back and defend 
against world and European 
champions Spain in their 
2014 World Cup qualifier 
today, coach Didier De- 
schamps said on the eve of 
the game. 

Deschamps, who turned 
44 on Monday, added it 
would be fatal to sit back and 
allow Spain to come at them 
as had happened in the 2-0 
defeat in the Euro 2012 quar¬ 
ter-final when his fellow 
World Cup winning team¬ 
mate Laurent Blanc was in 
charge. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Matt Bryant's 55-yard field 
goal with one second to play 
on Sunday lifted the Atlanta 
Falcons to a 23-20 victory 
over Oakland and their first 
6-0 National Football League 
start in team history. 

Quarterback Matt Ryan 
completed five-of-six passes 
for 43 yards on the game¬ 
winning drive for the Fal¬ 
cons, who are the only 
remaining unbeaten team in 
the league after Houston lost 
42-24 to Green Bay in the 
night game Sunday. 

Ryan finished the game 
with 249 yards through the 
air and a touchdown on 24- 
of-37 passing. He also had to 
shake off three first-half in¬ 
terceptions. 

"It's about handling the 
moment," Bryant said of the 
game-winning kick. "Han¬ 
dling adversity, whatever it 
takes. 

Roddy White made a half- 
dozen catches for 72 yards 
and a touchdown while Julio 
Jones caught four passes for 
63 yards in the triumph.

27 passes and had three 
touchdowns for the Sea- 
hawks, who defeated the Pa¬ 
triots for the first time since 
1993. 

Rice finished with 81 yards 
on three receptions while 
Marshawn Lynch was held to 


41 yards on 15 carries as 
Seattle pulled into a three- 
way tie atop the NFC West 
standings after wins by San 
Francisco and Arizona. 

Tom Brady threw a career- 
high 58 times, completing 36 
passes for 395 total yards.

The Patriots' Wes Welker 
led all receivers with 138 
yards and a touchdown on 10 
catches while Aaron Hernan¬ 
dez also caught a touchdown 
pass. 

In San Francisco, Antrel 
Rolle intercepted two passes 
and Prince Amukamara 
added another as the New 
York Giants' routed San Fran¬ 
cisco 26-3 in a rematch of last 
season's NFC championship 
game. 

Ahmad Bradshaw ran for 
116 yards and a score on 27 
carries for the Giants, whose 
20-17 over-time victory in 
last season's conference final 
helped propel them to their 
second Super Bowl title in 
five seasons. 

It was the first 100-plus 
yard rushing performance al¬ 
lowed by the 49ers defense in 
23 games. 

Eli Manning was 15-of-28 
for 193 yards and a touch¬ 
down for the Giants.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Carlos Beltran and David 
Freese each hit two-run home 
runs and reigning World Se¬ 
ries champion St. Louis de¬ 
feated San Francisco 6-4 on 
Sunday to win a Major 
League Baseball playoff se¬ 
ries opener. 

The best-of-seven Na¬ 
tional League Championship 
Series’ winner will face ei¬ 
ther the New York Yankees 
or Detroit Tigers for the 
World Series championship. 

Freese blasted his homer 
in the second inning to give 
the Cardinals a 2-0 edge and 
Beltran, a Puerto Rican slug¬ 
ger who played for the Giants 
last year, capped a four-run 
fourth that gave St. Louis a 6- 
0 lead. 

"I feel like I'm seeing the 


ball well,” Beltran 
said. "My approach 
at the plate is really 
good. It was a good 
day for me. It's 
good for us to get 
the first game of the 
series." 

Pete Kozma 
smacked a run-scor¬ 
ing double in the 
fourth, stole third 
base and crossed 
the plate himself on 
a Jon Jay single to 
add to the Cardi¬ 
nals' scoring surge 
and send San Francisco start¬ 
ing pitcher Madison Bumgar¬ 
ner to the showers. 

But the Giants responded 
with a four-mn fourth inning of 
their own to pull within 6-4. 

Brandon Belt's two-out 
single drove in the first San 
Francisco run and Gregor 
Blanco followed with a two- 
run triple to centerfield and 
scored on Brandon Craw¬ 
ford's double to right. 

The teams' relief pitchers 
combined to allow only one 
hit after the fourth inning 
until the bottom of the ninth, 
when the Giants had their last 
chance to escape defeat.

NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Venezuelan right-hander Ani- 
bal Sanchez hurled seven 
shutout innings and the De¬ 
troit Tigers defeated the New 
York Yankees 3-0 on Sunday 
to seize command of their 
Major League Baseball play¬ 
off series. 

The Tigers lead 2-0 in the 
best-of-seven American 
League Championship Series 
that shifts to Detroit for game 
three today. 

Sanchez surrendered only 
three hits while walking three 
and striking out seven to baf¬ 
fle a struggling Yankees 
lineup that was without cap¬ 
tain Derek Jeter, the star 
shortstop who broke his left 
ankle in a game one loss Sat¬ 
urday. 

"I took it inning by inning, 
hitter by hitter. I feel good," 
Sanchez said. "The team 
helped me. It was a good 
game for me and for the 
team. We need to keep win¬ 
ning. The Yankees are a good 
team. We can’t give them 
anything." 

The game turned on a 
botched pickoff call by sec¬ 
ond base umpire Jeff Nelson 
that allowed the Tigers to 
stretch a one-run lead to 3-0 
in the eighth inning. 

Omar Infante singled and 
took second on an Austin 
Jackson single, but only after 
overrunning the base and div-

ing to get back. 

New York Yankees second 
baseman Robinson Cano 
tagged him before he reached 
the base but Nelson ruled In¬ 
fante safe, denying the Yan¬ 
kees an inning-ending out. 

Instead, Infante scored on 
a single by pinch-hitter Avi- 
sail Garcia and Miguel Cabr¬ 
era singled to send in 
Jackson, padding Detroit's 
advantage. 

Video replays showed In¬ 
fante should have been called 
out and Nelson ejected Yan¬ 
kees manager Joe Girardi on 
the bench boss' 48th birthday 
for his vehement arguing of 
the errant decision. 

After the game, Girardi 
made a plea for the expansion 
of limited video replay op¬ 
tions in Major League Base¬ 
ball. 


"It's frustrating," Girardi 
said. "I don’t have a prob¬ 
lem with Jeffs effort be¬ 
cause he hustled to get to 
the play. But in this day and 
age when we have instant 
replay available to us, it has 
got to change. 

The Tigers will start ace 
pitcher Jason Verlander on 
Tuesday. The 29-year-old US 
right-hander went 17-8 with 
a 2.64 eamed-run average 
(ERA) and 239 strikeouts 
this season and in the play¬ 
offs is 2-0 with a 0.56 ERA. 

"Verlander is going to 
pitch well. Hopefully we can 
give a lot of support," Cabr¬ 
era said. "We have to go out 
there and play hard." 

Detroit's starting pitchers 
have not allowed an earned 
run in the past 29 2/3 innings, 
two outs shy of matching a 
major league playoff record.
